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All the details of incorporation have now been worked out and 
petitions will be ready to circulate within the next few days. 
At 
Tuesday night's meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, W arren 
Pifiney, chairm an of the incorporation committee’s legal sub-com­ 
mittee, read a very interesting recapitulation of all that has trans­ 
pired in the m atter of incorporation since the m atter was first pro­ 
jected here. 
Better sanitary regulations, building and zoning ordinances, more 
effective police and fire protection, a city court that would end the 
necessity of transacting all legal business in Riverside or Banning, 
and an end to the time-killing and expensive transportation problem 
of county officials and local civic leaders in order to submit all 
governm ental m atters to the county board 
of 
supervisors, were 
pointed out as some of the advantages of incorporation. 
Relative to the cost of m aintaining an incorporated city, the re­ 
port calls attention to the fact that the maximum tax rate for city 
purposes is 51.00 per 5100 assessed valuation, as set by state law, 
and that at present the tax rate for the police, fire, and sanitary 
districts is 78 cents, (only 22 cents less than the maximum set by law.) 
It also called attention to the fact that a 51.00 tax rate on the 
5 5 ,5 0 0 ,0 0 0 assessed valuation of the area in the proposed corporation 
would net 555,000 annually, which is probably more than would be 
needed. Besides, there would be considerable revenue from city busi­ 
ness licenses, dog licenses, fines from the city court, and fees for 
inspections and special sen ices, all of which would tend to hold down 
the tax rate.

“ I AM T H E DEAD” 
So much has been- written about traffic fatal­ 
ities and traffic safety that the reading public be­ 
comes inured to most of it, learns to distinguish 
it a mile away and turns the page to a more pleas­ 
ant subject. Once in a great while something is 
written on the national problem that stands out. 
Believing that the following is one of the best for 
some time, there is reprinted here a forceful piece 
by William F. McDermott of Chicago in a recent 
issue of Liberty Magazine. 
‘‘I am the dead. One year ago I was the 
sleeping infant in arms, the frolicking child, the 
rollicking youth, the laborer rushing to his work, 
the mother at her shopping, the aged person with 
faltering step. 
Today—37,000 strong—I lie in 
my 
grave, 
crushed, broken, lifeless. A year from now 37,000 
will join me in the eternal silence of death. 
“You who opened wide the throttle—who tore 
terrifyingly through city streets—who went 
at 
blinding speed across country intersections—who 
laughed and shouted before the tire blew or the 
curve loomed suddenly ahead—YOU sent me 15,­ 
000 strong to my doom. 
“You who wove in and out of traffic— 
“You whose brakes were faulty— 
“You who passed on a curve or a hill— 
“You who turned on blinding lights— 
“You who benumbed your brain with booze— 
“I am the dead. To you 1 cry out from my 
grave for mercy to others before they join me. 
WILL YOU ANSWER?”— Beverly Hills Citizen. 


HOME CRIME PROBLEM 


Juvenile crime is usually blamed on thriller 
movies, magazines and novels. Usually this sounds 
a little less than convincing—for millions of boys 
have been exposed to such influences, year after 
year, without having their characters undermined. 
But there does seem to he something in it, 
in the case of the 12-year-old Toledo boy who shot 
his school teacher. According to all accounts, this 
lad was steeped to the gills in 
the 
flamboyant 
lore of the underworld. 
Notes scribbled before 
the shooting leave little doubt that the youngster 
was dramatizing himself as a hold, had gunman 
like those of screen, radio and magazine. 
This being admitted, what is the answer—to 
remove all reference to crime from those media 
of entertainment? 
Peifiaps—though that would 
lie a trifle drastic. 
Problems like this are, after 
all, chiefly for individual parents. 
A father and 
mother can, if they will, see that their child re­ 
tains his balance, even if he is getting a strong 
dose of two-gun melodrama.—Exchange.

LONG D ISTA N C E T E L E P H O N E 
R A T E S A RE REO U CEO 
M aterial reductions in long distance 
telephone rates, which will m ean sav­ 
ings to California of $328,000 annually 
were announced today by the Califor­ 
nia Railroad Commission. 
The new rates, resulting from an 
inform al investigation of 1’aeitic Tele­ 
phone & T elegraph Co., and Southern 
California Telephone Co., will become 
effective on Novem ber 1. 
“'In general the lower rates are for 
those distances g reater than 88 m iles.” 
said President W allace L. W are, of 
the commission, in announcing 
the 
plan. 
“T here are reductions in sta- 
tion-to-station 
and 
person-to-person 
calls, both for day and night service. 
T he individual call reductions vary 
from five cents to a maximum of 50 
cents. 
"This is the second cut in long dis­ 
tance charges within a year, 
those 
rates having been reduced 
$260,000 
last fall. 
California already lias rates 
for shorter calls which are in many 
instances lower and in no case higher 
than any other state in the 
United 
S tates." 
T here are annually in California 1,­ 
800,000 long distance calls m ade which 
will be affected by the lower rates. 
The rate betw een San Francisco and 
Los Angeles, day, 
statlon-to-statfon, 
which is now $1.95. has been reduced 
twenty-five cents to $1.70. 
T his is the third substantial benefit

Portion, Aqueduct 
Construction of concrete conduits on 
the desert section of the 392-mile Met­ 
ropolitan Aqueduct was resumed to­ 
day, according to word received by 
F. E. Weymouth, general manager of 
the Metropolitan W ater District. At 
the same time officials of the District 
were notified that the Reconstruc­ 
tion was forwarding an additional 
$1,800,0011 to carry forward work on 
the conduits and other parts of tlie 
aqueduct. 
Bonds to finance the construction 
of the $220,000,000 water supply pro­ 
ject have been purchased by the R. 
F. C. Payment for these bonds by the 
federal corporation is made in incre­ 
m ents of approximately $2,000,000 
each, which are forwarded 
to the 
W ater D istrict as required to meet 
construction commitments. At the 
present time the W ater D istrict is re­ 
ceiving bond money from the R. F. 
in semimonthly installm ents total­ 
ing 
approxim ately 
$3,600,000 
per 
month. 
The present "open work" construc­ 
tion, which began today, will see the 
completion of this type of work on 
the M etropolitan Aqueduct. The main 
line of this project is now more than 
three-fourths completed. 
AH canals 
and 84 miles of main aqueduct tun­ 
nels are already completed, and less 
than nine miles out of a total of 145 
miles of conduits and siphons remain 
to be finished. Concreting of this re­ 
maining work was suspended during 
the summer months because of the 
intense desert heat. 
The main line of the M etropolitan 
Aqueduct extends from the Colorado 
River near Parker Dam to the 
Cajalco Reservoir, a distance of 242 
miles. In addition to this work, 150 
miles of distribution pipe lines and 
tunnels are being constructed to de­ 
liver w ater to each city in the W ater 
District.
